Several fo^gy days follow- 
ed, but tolerable progress «as iniJe- Oil itiij 
17th very heavy ypitzbeigeu ice was met, an- 1 
tbe wiud began to blow a ^nlc fiom the N. 
W, They were naw but forty miles from 
Freds rick shall, mid it was determined *» push, 
tbrougli ibe ice for that port. Oceasional 
hard knocks were esperieoee-t, which mads 
the ship's bell ring, and proved lint siuuduc** 
of the vessel herself. Isy til-: aid of steam, 
latterly, the thickest pat* I of the ice was, al-.

The Gazette Dodging the Question. 

();i two previous occasions we hnve taken 
wmicc of the wild spcculaiions of our con- 
freer of the Richmond Hill Gazette, in his 
remarks about the County Town ; not be- 
cause of airy fear that his articles would in- 
fluence thn decision of nn important ques- 
tion, or that iho^e interested would bo led 
a*tray j but because wo are opposed to the 
building up of the credit of one locality at 
the cxpeiL'O of another. And the Gazette. 
although perhaps unwittingly, acknowledges 
the soundness of our position and the fallacy 
of his own reasoning. Now, we cannot 
answer our confrccr better than by letting 
him speak for himself, — so here is an ex- 
tract :— 



We readily grant that Richmond Hill is not 
yet incorporated, though it posse&reaat this mo- 
ment all the elements for such a coii.«umation, 
and wo tr»M ere long to record it nu a "fixed 
fact,"- We also concede that between the 
two points mentioned bv him, viz : Toronto on 
the south, ami the outikirte of <;»nrgina on the 
north, our village is not quite "central," yet 
nil thi*, we submit, is foreign it* Mm* quesliuii 
at ieMje. Our confieer lake* in a wiJu runpe 
^f count iy to prove his position— our view p[ 
the subject t* more circumscribed. It is well 
known that Vonge Street, which is Itio great 
leading Ihuroughfaro for a wide extent of coun- 
try uorlhol Toronto, is precisely ihiily -two miles 
in length, from llie city to the border* of Lake 
* Simcoe, and that Ihe distance of Rielirnund 
Hill from Toronto U precisely sixteen mi!e^. 
Indeed, tlio dwelling o( John l.iufoot, K?q., in 
this village, siluated a few roits from the office 
«-,f this Journal, has been for years regarded as 
the "Half-way-House" between the two 
takes. Taking this, view of the matter, our 
position cannot be gain&ayed. 

It will bo recollected by our readers thai 
the three points on which tl o diacus>ion be- 
tween tho Gazette and ourselves re&ted. 
wero lltesc — 1st That "Richmond Hill was 
not a Town. 2ndly, It wns not even on In- 
corporated Village. 3rdly, It was nol the 
most ''central" villago in tho County. Uy 
referring to the above extract, it will be seen 
he honorably owns up, and " acknowledges 
the corn," on two ol the points at issue; 
and we roust aay, ho Is. decidedly dodging 
the question on the third. In the first place 
he admits that Richmond Hill would not be 
"quite central," if we measure tho whole 
«ounty j but if we take it in the *• circum- 
scribed" view of the Gazette ho makca the 
County, lioundcd on the South by Toronto, 
and Holland Landing on the North. The 
k cation thai our ** circumveribed" confrccr 
denominates as ihe Northern boundary of 
the County, Is quite as near Central oa Rich- 
mond UI11 ! for the Landing is about 20 miles 
or more from the Northern limits, while 
Richmond Hill is only lorno 10 miles from 
ll»rj Southern boundary. The Gazette ob- 
jects to our taking htrn up to Oeorgina at 
ell ; and would ktriko off a portion of Knat 
Owillimbury, the whole of North Gwillirn- 
bury arid Goorgina from tho County of 
York ; but we con assuro him the people 
: residing in these TownsMps are generally 
wealthy and independent, and quite as cap*. 
b!o of forming en opinion as our confreer. 
As to which locality will be chosen as tho 
County Town In coke the North Riding of 
York, with ptrhaps a |>orl[on of Simcoo.
